Men of w.aith and leisure are lesti.i^ 
and experimenting with the different 
kinds of honey, ami wrinkling tbeii 
brow* over the problem of producing 
what seems to theui the most de*irubl« 
flavor during the coming summer, suy» 
the Otsego Fanner. For the bee is tic 
longer allowed to pursue his own sweet 
peregrinations and sip of the nectar ol 
Mowers wherever he ehoo*r» Honey 
made in this promiscuous way it intuit 
too ordinary. His actions ure restrict¬ 
ed and guided. As a result, such honey 
as never wi.a lasted before is tickling 
the palates of many. If it is the white 
sweet clover flavor that has gained 
favor with the epicure, he goes system¬ 
atically t i work to produce it. ai d 
plants a large plot of ground, perhaps 
half an acre with Uii- particular kind 
of clover, lie lias it carefully kepi from 
weeds or any other variety of clovetg 
that might endeavor to find a tooting 
there. The whole brd is inclosed and 
roofed with a line wire netting, and the 
I - hives arc then placed within the in- 
closure. From the bee's life, therefore, 
the spice of variety is plucked, and try 
he will he can produce none other 
than white sweet clover honey. la 
flavor it is very delicate and almost 
whin- in color. Yellow aw ret clover 
honey is preferred by other*. The 
flavor is slightly stronger than that 
made from the white variety, and it* 
color is u deep yellow. Then there is the 
honey that is made from thistles and 
milkweeds; it is amusing to hear the 
producers of such flavors tell of their 
tribulations in making these wayward 
plants grow within their restrictions. 
Some of tl.e wild flower honey is nl- 
tt.ost Mark in color, mid the flavor 1 * 
ci tiid.lv very different from vvl-.-t it 
v\.i- :' i- i.'-iys when hum v vvn- 1 ni¬ 

cy and that fact settled the «m ■: -n.

SELF-FEEDING BOX. 


I give a rough sketch and description 
of self-feeding box for pig*. It it 1" 
feet long, and each side is divided into 
13 little stull* about nine inches wide. 
These stall* ure simply boards five 
inches wide ami 13 inches long, nailed 
Against the side of the box. ami reach¬ 
ing down into the feed-trough to keep 
the pig* out of the trough and from 
wasting the feed, and nt the same time 
keep them from crowding and lighting.

ciously everything grown on the farm, 
and tin- fertilizers resulting from the 
same arc returned to thr land, he has 
made good uae of his crops and if he 
understnnda well how to cultivate Ids 
crops, uml puts hi* knowledge into ac¬ 
tive practice, he will be considered a 
good, thrifty farmer and he will very 
seldom have cause to complain of hard 
times. Tile farmer who makes a prac¬ 
tice of -clling Ids crop of corn from 
y ear to year nt from IS to 2D cents per 
bushel will generally find when he tig- 
iircs up the expense of growing tlie 
same that he will have very little If 
anything left. For whoever Imv Ids 
produce expects to convert it into beef, 
or pork, or something else which will 
come m ar the consumer and derive all 
the profit there i* in It. leaving tlm pro¬ 
ducer to come out even or u little be¬ 
hind. It nunctiim « happen.- that corn 
i- selling at a good price, sny -40 to ail 
cents a bushed, in such ease the pro¬ 
ducer will do well lo sell his corn, but 
as a general rule thi* dura not often oc¬ 
cur. and hence it is always wise to ar¬ 
range to f-cd everything grown on the 
farm.— M. I.. Barger, in Prairie Farmer

Hu Dig Sot Want Advice. Rut Pali for 
the Privilege of Talking fur 
• On* Hour. 


Rouen, one of the prinelpnl cities of 
1 ranee, and the greateat scat of it^cot- 
ton manufacture. possesses the oldest 
public clock In the world. The great 
Rouen dock line held it* place in that 
city for 510 years and is the pride of ita 
citizen*. Placed in 13$9. it hua been 
running without interruption from 
that day to lids, requiring nothing ex- 
cept cleaning and a few trifling repairs 
of ita accessory parts. The great clock 
hurl so accustomed the eitizena to look 
upon It* exactitude as a matter of 
course that when. In 1572. the breaking 
of a wire prevented its sounding five 
o'clock one morning, the population 
wns in a state of consternation. 

The magistrates summoned the cus¬ 
todian— Guillaume Petit—and remon¬ 
strated gravely with him. I'ntll 1712 
the great clock had no pendulum. For 
323 year* it had no other regulator thnn 
a "foliot,” on apparatus unknown to 
I he majority of modern clockmaker*. 
The pendulum in clockwork was Intro¬ 
duced in 1050. but so well satisfied were 
the |>coplc of Rouen with the time¬ 
keeping qualities of their famous old 
clock that 53 year* were allowed to pasa 
before a peqjliiUMu vwia substituted for 
the “foliot.** T-iquippcd with this new 
apparatus It ling continued to this day 
to btrike the hours and chime the quar¬ 
ters.
